This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be resthcted. 

Group I, claim(s) 8-12 and 21-23, drawn to a composite nanoparticle comprising a core 
of inorganic metal compound and a coating of an organic substance. 

Group II, claim(s) 13-10 and 24-28, drawn to a nanocomposite and method for making a 
nanocomposite comprising a core of silver compound and a coating of organic 
substance. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The core-shell 
nanocomposite of inorganic metal compound and a coating of organic substance as 
recited in group I invention is known; for example, US Patent No. 7,175,909 to Hu et al 
which teaches a metal core coated with a water soluble polymer or US Patent No. 
7,361 ,410 to Zhang et al. which teaches metal core coated with a protein. In addition, 
the method of group II is also known; for example, see WO 01/70435 (cited by 
Applicants). Therefore, groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept. Furthermore, the core-shell nanocomposite of group I invention can be made 
by a method disclosed in US Patent 7,175,909 or 7,361 ,410, which method is very 
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different from tlie metliod of group II invention. Therefore, groups I and II lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features. 

3. A telephone call was made to Applicant's Representative, W. Douglas Halm, on 
June 30, 2008 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did 
not result in an election being made. A written restriction requirement was requested. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
